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High  School  to  get  input  from 
students  who  live  in  Sheffield.  Also,  a 
town-wide  survey  was  sent  out  in  late 
November.  Less  than  250  of  the 
1,800  surveys  sent  out  have  been 
returned,  so  the  response  deadline  has 
been  extended  to  January  17.  If  you 
have  lost  your  original  survey,  contact 
the  Town  Hall  to  obtain  a  replace- 
ment. It  is  essential  to  hear  from 
more  people  in  order  to  have  suffi- 
cient information  from  the  commu- 
nity about  what  it  needs  and  values  to 
guide  the  rest  of  the  planning  process. 

In  addition,  a  computer-generated 
random  sampling  of  200  households 
is  being  used  to  verify  that  the  general 
survey  responses  are  representative  of 
the  whole  community  and  that  the 
results  are  statistically  valid.  So  far, 
only  a  small  fraction  of  those  surveys 
have  been  returned  as  well.  Following 
general  survey  protocol  the  random 
sample  will  be  contacted  by  phone. 
Remember,  even  if  your  household 
does  not  receive  a  call  it  is  crucial  to 
return  your  survey. 

The  results  of  all  the  surveys  will 
be  tabulated,  and  a  summary  report  is

ing  firm  hired  by  the  town  to  manage 
the  planning  process,  has  done  a  lot 
of  work  in  rural  communities  in 
Massachusetts,  New  Hampshire  and 
Vermont.  From  Cavendish,  VT 
(population  1400),  to  Bridgewater, 
MA  (population  25,000),  their 
experience  includes  communities  of 
all  sizes.  The  team  from  Dufresne- 
Henry  has  been  fact-gathering  and 
creating  maps  of  Sheffield  that  show 
land  use,  population,  historic  dis- 
tricts, aquifers,  and  other  aspects  of 
the  town.  The  maps  were  on  display 
at  the  community  workshop  and  are 
available  for  viewing  at  the  Town 
Administrator's  Office  in  Town  Hall. 

Ted  Brovitz,  project  manager  for 
Dufresne-Henry,  and  his  colleague 
Stephen  Plunkard  facilitated  the 
workshop,  with  assistance  from  Kathy 
Orlando,  Chair  of  the  Master  Plan 
Steering  Committee.  Information 
gathered  at  this  and  other  workshops 
will  be  used  to  help  the  Committee 
gauge  which  issues  and  priorities  are 
important  to  the  community  and 
focus  the  planning  process. 

More  community  workshops  are 
planned,  including  one  at  Mt.  Everett

Those  were  some  of  the  voices 
heard  at  the  first  community  workshop 
for  the  Sheffield  master  plan.  The 
workshop,  held  Nov.  23  at  the 
Undermountain  Elementary  School 
Cafeteria,  had  a  good  turnout — some 
60  people — despite  an  unseasonably 
early  snow  storm. 

Sheffield's  planning  process  has 
been  underway  for  some  months  now. 
The  ultimate  goal  is  to  construct  a 
vision  of  where  the  people  who  live 
here  want  the  town  to  be  in  10  years. 
"The  plan  is  a  great  tool  for  the  town 
to  chart  where  it  wants  to  go,"  says 
Bob  Weitz,  Sheffield's  Town  Adminis- 
trator and  member  of  the  Master  Plan 
Steering  Committee.  "The  best  way  to 
control  how  the  town  is  shaped  is  to 
become  involved  now."

expected  to  be  completed  by  mid 
January.  It  will  be  presented  at  the 
next  community  workshop  and  will 
be  available  on  a  website  currently 
under  construction. 

Sheffield  facts 

Brovitz  started  the  November  work- 
shop with  a  review  of  some  baseline 
statistics  about  Sheffield,  including: 

Population.  According  to  the 
2000  census,  Sheffield  has  a  popula- 
tion of  3,335.  That's  an  increase  of  14 
percent  from  1990.  The  median  age  is 
41,  up  from  34  in  1980.  Police  Chief 
Jim  McGarry,  who  attended  the 
workshop,  estimates  that  the  popula- 
tion is  more  like  5,000  when  seasonal 
and  weekend  residents  are  included. 

Residences.  More  than  80  percent 
of  the  homes  in  Sheffield  are  single- 
family.  About  250  new  homes  have 
been  built  since  1990.  The  median 
sales  price  of  a  single-family  home  in 
2002  is  $215,000,  up  82  percent  over 
the  last  10  years.  Some  210,  or  13 
percent  of  homes  in  town  are  seasonal 
or  second  homes. 

Affordability  of  housing.  About 
28  percent  of  households  pay  more 
than  30  percent  of  their  gross  house- 
hold income  for  housing.  Only  2. 1 
percent  of  Sheffield's  housing  stock 
qualifies  as  "affordable  housing"  under 
State  regulations. 

Business  and  work.  There  are 
about  175  businesses  in  Sheffield, 
about  one-third  of  them  tourist- 
related — antiques  stores,  galleries,  bed 
and  breakfasts,  restaurants.  About 
1,800  (68  percent)  of  the  people  in 
town  are  in  the  labor  force,  with  retail 
trade  the  highest  employment  cat- 
egory (14  percent).  The  average 
commute  is  22  minutes  by  car.  With 
only  2  percent  unemployment, 
Sheffield's  unemployment  rate  is 
significantly  lower  than  the  state 
average  of  3.7  percent. 

Land  use.  Sheffield  has  just  over 
31,000  acres  total,  with  4,865  acres 
(16  percent)  protected  open  space 
under  public  or  private  non-profit 
conservation  ownership,  with  an 
additional  5  percent  in  restricted 
private  land.  Those  are  low  percent- 
ages compared  with  the  average  for 


south  Berkshire  County,  which  is  23 
percent  in  conservation  ownership 
with  an  additional  3  percent  re- 
stricted; and  for  the  whole  county, 
which  is  30  percent  with  an  additional 
3  percent  restricted.  There  are  about 
84  miles  of  local  roads  and  1 8  miles  of 
state  highways  in  town.  Traffic  on 
routes  7  and  4 1  has  increased  about  7 
percent  over  the  last  5  years. 

Sheffield  community  values 

Plunkard  then  asked  those  present  to 
share  their  thoughts  on  Sheffield's 
values,  strengths,  weaknesses,  oppor- 
tunities, and  threats.  His  warm-up 
question  was  "If  Sheffield  were  a  car, 
what  kind  of  car  would  it  be?"  The 
first,  fast  answer  from  the  crowd  was 
"pickup  truck,"  followed  by  "Subaru." 
"Ah — practical  and  efficient,"  he 
summed  up. 

Most  people  at  the  meeting  spoke 
during  the  wide-ranging  discussion 
that  followed.  Threads  that  ran 
through  the  discussion  included: 

♦  The  people  of  Sheffield  are  one 
of  its  best  assets — "friendly,"  "willing 
to  contribute,"  "fiercely  independent" 
yet  "resilient."  Concerns  include  a  lack 
of  community  identity,  few  opportu- 
nities for  young  people — and  low 
involvement  in  community  activities 
by  people  under  40 — and  a  discon- 
nect between  year-round  residents  and 
second-home  owners. 

♦  Preserving  the  rural  character  of 
Sheffield — its  beauty  and  peaceful- 
ness,  its  open  vistas,  clean  water,  and 
farms,  its  shady  dirt  roads  and  rich 
history — is  a  priority,  made  more 
difficult  by  rising  land  values  and  the 
pressure  for  development.  The  corri- 
dor along  Route  7  was  mentioned  by 
several  as  being  of  concern,  along  with 
unguided  development,  the  paving  of 
dirt  roads,  and  weak  zoning.  People 
mentioned  various  ways  to  strengthen 
the  rural  character  of  Sheffield, 
including  building  a  trail  system  to 
connect  town  land  and  looking  for 
industries  that  are  compatible  with  a 
rural  community.  Sheffield  could 
develop  model  ordinances  that 
provide  examples  for  other  communi- 
ties, one  person  said.

the  town  is  another  key  priority.  Ideas 
for  this  included  developing  the 
second  homeowners  as  an  "industry," 
establishing  a  regional  industrial 
center,  building  on  the  existing 
tourism  and  farming  bases,  and 
developing  businesses  and  attractions 
(like  Barrington  Stage)  in  coordina- 
tion with  surrounding  communities. 

♦  Housing  is  a  growing  issue. 
"Provide  affordable  housing  that 
respects  the  rural  character  of  the 
community"  was  a  comment,  echoed 
by  many.  Several  people  mentioned 
the  importance  of  keeping  new 
housing  and  other  development  in 
character  with  a  New  England  village. 

♦  Other  infrastructure  issues 
mentioned  included  the  lack  of  public 
transportation  —  especially  important 
to  older  residents,  no  town  beach,  and 
no  high-speed  Internet  connections. 
The  challenge  presented  by  school 
costs  were  also  mentioned.

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PLANS  FOR  NATIONAL  HERITAGE  AREA 
MOVE  FORWARD 

The  Upper  Housatonic  River  Valley  should  be  designated 
a  National  Heritage  area,  according  to  a  two-year  study 
just  released  by  the  National  Park  Service.  Such  a  desig- 
nation would  heighten  awareness  of  and  appreciation  for 
the  cultural,  historical,  and  scenic  resources  of  the  area. 

Sheffield  is  at  the  heart  of  the  Massachusetts  and 
Connecticut  towns  that  would  be  covered  by  the  designa- 
tion, which  would  run  from  Dalton  and  Pittsfield, 
Massachusetts  in  the  North  to  Kent  and  Warren,  Con- 
necticut in  the  south. 

Such  a  designation,  says  the  report,  could  lead  to 
better  coordination  of  existing  programs  and  resources,  as 
well  as  enhancing  the  economic  impact  of  area  tourism. 
Three  public  meetings  to  discuss  the  findings  will  be  held 
in  January:  7pm  Jan.  1 5  at  the  Salisbury  (CT)  Town  Hall; 
7pm  Jan.  16  at  the  Stockbridge  (MA)  Town  Hall;  and 
1  Oam  Jan.  1 8  at  the  Berkshire  Atheneaum  in  Pittsfield

Photo  Exhibits  Highlight  Sheffield 

Photographs  from  the  Sheffield  Historical  Society's 
archives  interspersed  with  recent  images  highlight  the 
spirit  of  Sheffield  in  two  exhibits  at  the  Old  Stone  Store. 
They  are  presented  by  the  Historical  Society,  Sheffield 
Land  Trust,  Sheffield  Tree  Project  and  Elm  Watch. 

The  photographs  illustrate  how  the  landscape  of 
Sheffield  has  changed  and,  in  places,  remains  the  same. 
Trees  have  grown  up  or  been  lost,  buildings  have  come 
and  gone,  yet  much  of  Sheffield's  rural  character  endures. 

The  historical  photos  hung  by  the  Land  Trust  high- 
light in  black  and  white  how  Sheffield  —  its  streets, 
landscape  and  fabulous  elms  —  looked  50  to  100  years 
ago.  Black  and  whites  taken  by  photography  students  at 
Mt.  Everett  High  School  and  a  smattering  of  color  photos 
revisit  some  of  the  same  areas  to  illustrate  the  character  of 
today's  landscape  —  a  landscape  that  each  organization,  in 
different  ways,  is  working  to  conserve. 

One  of  the  big  changes  in  the  Sheffield  landscape  has 
been  the  loss  of  the  magnificent  elms  and  other  heritage 
trees  that  used  to  line  Main  Street  and  so  many  of 
Sheffield's  roads.  Displays  by  the  Tree  Project  and  Elm 
Watch  document  the  efforts  of  these  two  groups  to  ensure 
a  legacy  of  healthy  trees,  inclu-ding  recent  plantings  and 
inoculations  of  existing  elms.

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BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN: 

EXCERPTS  FROM  MEETING  MINUTES 


9/9 — The  meeting  opened  with  a  pole  hearing,  granting 
permission  to  Verizon  New  England  and  Massachusetts 
Electric  to  install  a  new  utility  pole  on  Cook  Rd.  In  the 
only  other  item  of  business,  a  motion  was  adopted 
approving  the  sending  of  a  letter  to  the  head  of  the  State 
Department  of  Environmental  Management  and  others 
expressing  concern  over  the  proposed  removal  of  the  Mt. 
Everett  fire  tower. 

9/23 — Barrington  Stage  Company's  request  for  two  one- 
day  liquor  licenses  for  Oct.  12  and  19  was  approved, 
subject  to  receipt  of  evidence  of  insurance.  Selectman 
Dick  Kirchner  asked  about  the  sign  on  the  Green  for  the 
Farmers  Market.  Town  Administrator  Bob  Weitz  sug- 
gested that  since  the  Board's  original  referral  of  the 
proposal  for  the  sign  to  the  Mass  Highway  Department 
and  the  Building  Inspector  could  have  implied  its  ap- 
proval, the  Board  deferred  the  issue  until  2003.  The 
Board  again  agreed  to  send  a  letter  of  concern  regarding 
the  Mt.  Everett  fire  tower,  this  time  to  several  officials 
including  the  outgoing  and  incoming  governors. 

10/7 — The  Board  decided  to  refer  a  letter  from  the 
American  Red  Cross,  requesting  that  the  Town  Hall  be 
designated  an  emergency  shelter,  to  the  Police  Chief  and 
the  Emergency  Management  Coordinator.  Michael 
Kirchner  was  appointed  a  Reserve  Intermittent  Police 
Officer.  (Selectman  Kirchner  recused  himself  and  left  the 
room  because  he  is  related  to  the  applicant.)  Other 
appointments  included  Diane  Farnham  as  a  temporary 
transfer  station  attendant  for  six  months,  John  Pollitt  as  a 
member  of  the  Southern  Berkshire  Regional  School 
District  Board  and  David  Cartinelli  as  a  temporary 
highway  worker. 

Race  Brook  Lodge  requested  and  received  permission 


for  a  one-day  entertainment  license  for  a  live  jazz  perfor- 
mance on  Oct.  12.  Police  Chief  Jim  McGarry  recom- 
mended that  Halloween  trick  or  treat  hours  be  4:30  to 
7pm  on  Oct.  3 1 .  A  question  was  raised  as  to  the  interest, 
if  any,  in  land  owned  by  the  Town  as  a  result  of  tax  taking.

Snow-Plowing  Guidelines 

Please  plow  snow  from  your  driveway  AWAY  from  the 
road  and  into  your  property. 

Be  sure  to  NOT  plow  snow  from  your  driveway  into 
or  across  the  road  where  town  plows  will  hit  it.  Those 
piles  of  snow  from  your  driveway  can  freeze  up  and 
damage  the  Highway  Department's  plows! 

Helpful  plowing  tips:  (1)  Plow  snow  to  the  left  side  of 
your  driveway  ~  when  viewed  from  the  road  —  so  that 
when  the  Town  plows  come  through  they  do  not  push  it 
back  into  your  driveway.  (2)  If  you  have  rocks  or  other 
landscaping  elements  outlining  your  lawn  or  driveway, 
move  them  back  from  the  road  and  edges  of  the  driveway 
so  snow  plows  won't  hit  them.

If  you've  ever  wondered  what  made  those  tracks  across 
your  lawn,  around  the  bird  feeder  or  in  the  woods,  come 
to  the  Sheffield  Land  Trust's  Fourth  Annual  Winter 
Lecture  on  Saturday,  Feb  15.
